Wherever possible a 
banker, a business man, and a farm- 
er are included on the committee 
and whenever the district agricul- 
tural agent is present in an advisory 
capacity. 

Being keenly interested in the wel- 
fare of their community, a lively in- 
terest in the operations of the com- 
pany is being evinced throughout 
the west by these committees, ac- 
cording to Mr. Powell, who has 
great faith in the co-operative ele- 
ment engendered during the process 
of stocking Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and Alberta farms with cattle and 
sheep.

GOVERNMENT GETTING 
PARSIMONIOUS 

Brownlee'’s government ‘has gone 
On a wild “economy spree.’” Every 
source of revenue is being explored 
and expenditures are mercilessly 
cut with the pruning knives of the 
budget balancers. 

Not content with increasing motor 
and truck licenses, levying an in- 
come tax, making drastic cuts in 
toad axpenditure, tho Alberta gov- 
ernment’s latest move is to reduce 
by ten per cent the payments under 
the Mothers’ Allowance Act. 

A widow with four children now 
receives a monthly allowance of 
$45. In future this will be reduced 
to $40.50.

There is a note of resignation and 
despair in the message. One is al- 
most tempted to call the man a 
quitter though he did great things 
and spent huge sums in philanthropy 
during his 77 years of life. 

Greater men than Eastman have 
died at an advanced age while in 
the midst of work. Their work was 
not done. They still found much 
interest in life, much work that was 
yet to be done for the benefit of 
mankind. And they were busily en- 
gaged in their tasks when the grim 
reaper came along and 
down. 

If Eastman had pleaded intense 
suffering which he desired to end, 
or even if he had said nothing at all, 
it would have been much better. 

To leave this world of toil after 
saying, ‘‘My work is done,” is a sad

LONDON, March 14—An Exchange 
telegraph dispatch from Harbin, 
Manchuria, today said a Japanese 


| airplane was reported to have cross-| flayor. 


ed the Siberian border at Pogranh- 
chamaya where it was surrounded 
by Russian planes which pursued 
the Japanese aircraft and forced it 
down. 

The dispatch also said that in the 
riot at Manchuli, on the Siberian 
border, a number of Japanese stores 
were looted and a Japanese merch- 
ant was killed. 

A division of the Japanese army 
in Manchuria was ordered to the 
frontier to restore order in what 
was regaded as a_ seious situation. 

Observers thought, the dispatch 
said, that this approach by Japan- 
ese troops to a point so close to the 
border as Manchuli might be par- 
ticularly dangerous, in view of the 
recent mobolization of Soviet troops 
on the border.
